Indian Bureau, 
Dept. of the Interior, 
Dear Sir:-- 

T can write you but briefly this morning and do so in order 
to have your opinion of the writer of the inclosed letter. I made 
up my mind more than four years ago that he was very much more of 
a fraud than anything else, and was one of the most inveterate 
beggars T have ever known in the missionary work. My impression 
was confirmed by Mrs. Scoville and Dr. Kendall and one or two 
others who have known of him much longer than I. Dr. Kendall wae 
deceived in him, T am sure, when he gave him that letter of rec- 
commendation which Mr. Weeks has sinee discovered a fraud from the 
name given on his present begging exploits. When I spoke to Dr. 
Keniall in the spring of 1890 he said that for some time they had 
been warning this man that unless he quit writing begging letters 
in his own behalf they would take away his commission from hin. 
Owing to the fact that the Presbytery in which Puget Sound is 
situated did not advise his removal, I presume the board found 
it impossible to get rid of him. 

As helping him once or twice IT am glad to remember very moder- 
ately because IT distrust:d him ever and because I refused to give 


him another dollar, and told him pretty plainly what my opinion 


was Of him. This is the first letter which I have received in be- 


tween two and three years and send it to you merely because he 
referred to you, and in order to have your own judgment, as you are 
probably the only one T could apply to who has seen him on his 

own mission field. 

T hope you and your family are all well, and have not suf- 
fered from the Grip. We have had a long siege of it among the 
servants of the family, three of whom were ill at ome time. One 
died on last Saturday evening, and two are still in bed, but re- 
covering.
